SPRING SESSION 
CONTINUES TO GROW

Since its inception in 1972, Spring Session has 
enrolled more students each year: 1,234, 
2,081, and this year 2,664. The faculty with 
the largest enrolment was Education with 1,216 
students or 45.6 percent of the total, followed 
by Arts with 413 or 15.5 percent of the total, 
and Business Administration and Commerce 
with 260 students and 9.8 percent of the total. 
Science, Graduate Studies, Nursing, Physical 
Education, Household Economics, Rehabilita- 
tion Medicine, Agriculture, Engineering and 
some other faculties and schools were also 
represented. 

As enrolment increases, so do course 
offerings. This year just over 100 sections of 
full course equivalents were provided, 41 (or 
40 percent) by the Faculty of Arts, 33% (or 32 
percent) by the Faculty of Education, and 914 
(or 9% percent) by the Faculty of Science. 
There were 76'4 full course equivalents offered 
in Spring Session 1973. 

This year Spring Session commenced May 
6 and ended June 14. All but two of the 148 
instructors were from our own staff, there 
being only two visitors. 

A questionnaire to secure information 
about students was prepared with the 
assistance of, and analyzed by, Institutional 
Research and Planning. It secured 
a 64 percent response, and revealed that 53 
percent of Spring Session students were also 
enrolled in Summer Session. Most of the 
remainder were either going to start work 
(35 percent) or look for work (26 percent). 
As in the past, the chief reason given by 
students (81 percent response) for attending 
was to accelerate their progress, although a 
significant 10 percent stated that they were 
“catching up” on requirements for a changed 
degree or diploma. Student load, in terms of 
courses, was: one-half course, 21 percent of 
students; one full course or equivalent, 53 
percent; one and one-half courses, 14 percent; 
and two full courses or equivalent, 12 percent. 
The continuity of attendance at these special 
sessions is not great: more than half of the 
Students registered in Spring Session 1974 did 
not attend either Spring Session 1973 or 
Summer Session 1973, and only five percent 
attended both of these. 

With such a flourishing Spring Session 
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much of the University is on a twelve-month 
basis in teaching as well as in study and 
research.
